Mr. George had tho hardihood to say in 


the North American Review recently, thcj 
the small farmer is disappearing, and that 
mechanical ^invention had so revolution' 
ized agriculture that the tendency was to 
broaden farms, and make the ownerbhip 
of them a virtual monopoly. Tho cen- 
sus for 1SSO has something to say on this 
question'and from this report it appear, 
that the average size of the farms m this 
ooontry has decreased from 153 in 1870 to 
13* in 1880. The following table shows 
the size of the farms in all the states for 
1860, IS70 and 1830. The table flatly 
contradicts the statement of Mr. George 
that the average form is growing larger:

anything. 
Ho did not know 


which pocket Aronsdorf drow his pistol 
from. 
When tho shot was tlrod ho was 


about twonty-fh-o foot f real Mr. Haddock, 
and was followed, he thought by "Bis- 
marck" on running away from the scone. 


Tho redirect examination brought 
out 


nothing of importance, and Loavitt stepped 
down, and Mrs. Loavitt, his wifo, was called. 
Sho said she flrst hoard of tho murdor white 
in Johnson's restaurant. A fow days later 
sho ovorhoard a conversation between her 
husband and Aronsdorf, -whom sho know by 
sight. Witness at tho time was kneeling 
down by a window attending to somo birds 
in hor room 
over McGios' tailor shop. 


Loavitc was standing in front of tho house, 
and Aronsdorf walked up to him. Prisoner 
said: "I havo just boon up before tho grand 
jury, I suppose tho next person thoy'll call 
will be Henry Fetors. Ho's a

man, and I can't fix him for any evidence. I 
guoss I'll havo to send him to Nebraska or to 
Germany." Witness gathered from tho con-

Sho 
did not say on hearing that Haddock -was

Sho also denied hiring said that for 
2 cents sho would "do up" Haddock horsoli 
She novor appoared at hor husband's variety

Francisco lawyer, made application before 
Recorder Smyth Tuesday that an old indict- 
ment for forgery against William Kissuni) 
bo nolle pressed.

"TIIC.SI: cheap books,"continued iny friond, 


'-liavo niuilo great clianf;cs in literature, and 
tli03* uro .tlustincd to r.iako more yot. TLey 
themselves have clinnKod, ns you may bavo 
noticed, since tlioy fii-st mndo thoir a])ix?ar- 
nnco. Alosc of llioin started out as dimo pub- 
lications, and for sorr.o ti.'nc they voro sold ac 
that prii'O. But tho price was too low. Even 
when the matter ot tho book was borrowed 
from England, and cost tho publisher nothing, 
thij exijense of tho mechanical work was too 
great for such n price, ^'ow, as you kjioiv, 
most of. theclieap editions are sold for either 
twenty or twenty-live cents. This uliOTvs a 
fair 
nmi'£in of profit to tho publisher, 


ovun wiieii he pays tho author 
for 
IILS 


work; so thero is eve'ry probability that 
tho cheap editions win last. Perhaps you do 
not knowho\v much a simple little inachino 
lias done toward nuiking cheap literature pos- 
sible—I mean tlio inachino that binds pam- 
phlets with a tiny bit ot wire, much faster 
and cheaper than they am be- sewed. I see 
that some of tho publishers, 
presumably 


those who do nos publish any 'cheap edi- 
tions,' complain that those cheap books aro 
to bo found even in tho houses of wealthy 
people,'who would not hesitate to pay $130 
for u single chair.' Why should they not boi 
It is a homely old saying, but a very true one, 
that what is sauco for the goose is sauce for 
tho gander. Tho publishers will not pay in 
America for what they can got for nothing 
in England; why, then, should readers pay $2 
for what they can buy for twenty cents? I 
do not believe, however, that tho cheap books 
interfere with tho sale of well bound, hand- 
somely printed books that will last. They 
rather help the sale of any book that is worth 
preserving." 


TIUS I.VS AND OUTS. 


"I almost suspect,". I told him, "that you 


must have been in tho publishing business 
yourself at some time or other." 


'•:N"0,1 have not," Lo replied; "but I have a 


friend who is n publisher, and so perhaps 
know more of tho ins and outs of the business 
than I otherwise should. I think the cheap 
editions help along good books in this way: 
they give readers a chanco to buy and oxam- 
ino them i:i tho cheap form, and then if they 
prove to bo worth preserving the reader bn}'g 
n bound copy for his library, ivhen - most 
likely ho would not havo bought it it ho had 
not read it. This, of course, is looking at tho 
matter from tho publisher's standpoint. For 
tho public I think tho cheap editions aro a 
great boon. They give everybody an oppor- 
tunity to keep informed ot tho literature of 
tho day at small cost. Even tho boys aro 
reading them. Not long ago, it I called an 
ollieo boy I would see him stuffing sorao mis- 
erable dimo novel, Indian story or ono of tho 
flashy boys' papers into his pocket! now I fre- 
quently see tliem reading books of a much 
higher class, because they aro equally cheap 
and equally interesting, oven, to a boy with 
any brains. 
1C cheap works by good authors 


can di-ivo out tho wretched stuff that has 
heretofore been sold to boys and girls in this 
country, that alone is a sufScient excuse lor 
their existence. I can tell you of another 
good work they aro doing." 


'•What is that!" 1 asked. 
'-They aro disgusting people with the nause- 


ating Sir Charles and Lady Cloro Marble 
Hall type of novel, in which impossible peo- 
ple who uso ridicnourfiy stilted language are 
put in ridiculously impossible situations, and 
eventually marry and live happily over after- 
ward. Have 3'ou nob no'jced that very few 
—comparatively 
few—of such books ars 


printed now? It is because tho cheap edi- 
tions have given people such a doso of thorn. 
Tho ordinary reader can stand so much of 
that thing and no more. And tho publishers 
a>.-o not slo\v in finding out what there is de- 
mand for and what there is not. Perhaps a 
few lovo sick girls still read such novels, but 
hardly anybody else. It was only necessary 
for people to havo iv good doso of them, and 
they havo luu! it."—\V"m. Drysdalcin New 
York Times.

DON'T APPLY TO UNCLE SAM. 


Attorney Guiioml Ciirtunu. Gives mi Opin- 


ion on tile TntL-r-Stuto Commorco Hill. 
WASHINGTON- CITV, March UO,—Attorney 


Gonoraj Garland has delivered an official 
opinion on the intor-sta'o commerce bill, in 
which ho holds that none of tho lawful, cus- 
tomary or necessary instrumentalities by 
which tho United States mail Korvico i;s con- 
ducted, are subjuctod lo tho now law. 
In 


tho course of a long opinion on. tho tnatter ho 
says: 


A general examination of tho whole scope 


of postal laws shows that if the intor-stato 
•commerce act wore treated as if incorpor- 
ated into tho postal system of laws tho 
change would bu so radical as to render it 
highly improbable that so extensive a modi- 
cation or repeal would be left to mere impli- 
cation; indeed, such a change could b'.« recog- 
nized! only by express language uf thu stat- 
ute. 


In conformity with this opinion tho post^ 


master general has issued acircular to postal 
employes in which lie says: 


This authoritative interpretation relievos 


all railroad companies employed in carrying 
tho mails from any risk of n violation ot thu 
statute by continuance of 
tho courteous 


methods of Intercourse and business hereto- 
fore prevailing between tho dopnrtmontnml 
railroad companies. 


It should perhaps bo added, by way of in- 


formation, that tho transportation given to 
inspectors upon Uio commission o' tho de- 
partment, and to postal clerks in tho lino of 
thoir duty, is not free travel, but, by thu law 
and regulations, constitutes part of the serv- 
ice paid for in tho compensation to railroad 
carriers. Inspectors and postal clerics who 
mny bo required by any mail contractor to 
pay faro while traveling on official duty, will 
Uiko a receipt for tbo same and report the 
facts to the department that the amount 
may bo deducted from tho carrier's compen- 
sation, according to long established usage.

Caro of tlio Eyes. 


Tlio pel-son who wishes to keep his eyesight 


good until lato in life should allow nothing 
irritating to get into them. If in travcb'ng, 
dust or cinders get in, they should bo care- 
fully removed as soon as possible afterword 
by Iho application of water along tho edge of 
tho closed lids and by immersing the eyes 
completely. This process-should be continued 
for several days.

.awe of Wisconsin relating to the right 
of women to vote on all questions ''per- 
taining to school matters," and after 
quoting the following from the .Revised 
Statutes— 
, 
1. Every woman who is a 


citizen of this state of the age ot twenty- 
one years or upwards, (except paupers, 
persona under guardiarjBhip and persons 
otherwise excluded by Se=. 2, Art. 3, of 
the constitution of Wisconsin, who has 
resided within the state one year and ia 
the election district where Eho offers to 
vote ten days next preceding any election 
pertaining to'sobool matters, shall have a 
right to vote at sncb election." 


He says: "An Election pertaining to 


school matters'is on election at which say 
officer h voted for whose duties ot office 
pertain to, or influence schools in any 
manner. 
Bach "matters" would ho the 


eleotion of atate or county superintendent 
ot public schools, or any othur officer 
whose official action might effect tho 
fioboo'.s.
